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M ore tragedy for Lady Mary. 
Downton Abbey star 
Michelle Dockery, whose 
onscreen husband died in 
season 3, lost her fiance, 
John Dineen, to a rare form of can- 
cer December 13. The week before 
Dineen’s death, the actress, 34, had 
been promoting the final season of 
the PBS drama in the U.S., but flew to 
his native Cork, Ireland, December 10 
to be by his side. “She left the minute 
she could,” says a Downton source. 
Dineen, diagnosed last spring, “was 
proud of Michelle and didn’t want her 
to miss work because of him.” Dockery

was introduced to Dineen in 2013 
by costar Allen Leech and spent the 
last three days of the public relations 
exec’s life watching over him at a hos- 
pice. “She slept there day and night.” 
PAINFUL GOODBYE At the funeral 
mass held in Cork December 15 — her 
birthday, and two days before what 
would have been Dineen’s 35th birth- 
day — Dockery sang “The Folks Who 
Live on the Hill,” a mid-20th century 
love song. And according to The Irish 
Times, she called Dineen “my every- 
thing” in her eulogy. Now Dockery 
has canceled all work commitments, 
says the source. “When Michelle and 
John got engaged, they had no idea 
how things were about to change. It’s 
the worst thing you could imagine.”
